HAMMOND LOGS FROM ALASKA 

ACE member Dick Hammond of Chicken, Alaska checks in with two unidentified 
loggings. Dick is our first contributor from Alaska, so 1 am going to Btart out with a 
hearty welcome to him. I couldn't find Chicken on my maps, so I write back to Dick. 
He replied with a postcard displaying the sign for "the Goldpanner" that "welcomes 
you to Chicken." The sign indicates that the population of Chicken is 25 nice people 
and one old grump. It says that the attractions of Chicken consist of gas, diesel, 
tire repair, snacks, gifts, R.V. parking, groceries, and gold panning. 

On January 19 the temperature in Cleveland reached -20 - F, which was the coldeBt 
day ever experienced here since they installed a thermometer at the airport.

MORE ON RADIO PRETORIA 

I have received several articles about Radio Pretoria, one of which was from ACE 
member Scott Edwards of California. This was a fairly big story for a while, but it 
got bumped from next month's MT "Outer Limits" by even bigger news about the 
FCC's bust of the m/v Fury in Charleston. So, I wont to cover some of the 
developments here. 

Radio Pretoria is an FM 6tation in si 
situation in last month's column. Althoug 
the New York Times says that "it has cl< 
alliance of right wing groups headed by retired generals." The programming is 
extremely right wing, even by South African standards. Many station employees are 
disgruntled former staff from the South African Broadcasting Corporation. Keller 
says that these staff regard the SABC as "part of the national stampede into 

The station technically became a clandestine in January when its operating authority 
expired, and following two court orders that mandated Its <JRT. The station 
responded by surrounding their installation with trenches and barricades. According 
to DPI, an additional confrontation was avoided on February 4. As part of a general 
issuance of short term permits to dozens of stations, Radio Pretoria received a 
temporary broadcast license. The government plans to issue permanent licenses In 
June. The UPI reported that ANC President Nelson Mandela said that the temporary 
license for Radio Pretoria "proves President Frederik de Klerk has no fighting 
spirit." Dave Alpert of New York (and ABC News) sent the UPI wire copy via 
Monitoring Times. 

BATRES OF LA VOZ POPULAK IN LOS. ANGELES 

Last month we featured Robert Ross' excellent article about his interview in London, 
Ontario with Julia Batres Lemus of the anti-Guatemalan clandestine La Vol Popular. 
Scott Edwards sends in a follow-up. He says that he heard Batres last fall on a 
morning Bhow from KPFK, the Los Angeles affiliate of the Paclfica Radio Network.

Most of you probably did not subscribe to this paper when we 
mentioned it several months ago. It carries a 240 Yen or $2 US cover price for a 
four page paper, which appears to be more expensive than The ACS. The schedule 
for the anti-South Korean Voice of National Salvation English clandestine program is 
Printed as part of the top masthead. The "Korean time" current schedule for the 
station is 9:30-10:00 a-m. on 1053, 3480, 4450, and 4567 kHz. The paper is atlU 
published by the Mission of the National Democratic Front of South Korea In Japan, 
Amatsu Building, 2-1 Hirakawa 1-chrone, Chiyoda-ku, Tokyo 102, Japan. Your phone- 
in requests go to (03) 3264-6567. Scott says that he doesn't send in any money, but 
they keep sending him the paper. 

The January 22 issue covered various activities of the Central Committee and 
delegations of the National Democratic Front of South Korea (NDFSK). They advocate 
that South Korean President Kim's regime should be overthrown, on grounds that he 
is a traitor. On the other hand, North Korean President Kim II Sung gets more 
e coverage. Aside from Korean news, the January 22 paper printed an article 
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TUB CIA. CASTRO. AM) RADIO §MAh 



Scott Edwards must have gotten his fill of Korean news about the NDFSK, ao he 
turned his attention to a new book about the leader of Cuba. It is titled "Fidel 
Castro" by Robert E. Quirk (W. W. Norton, 1993). On pp. 308-309, Scott found some 
interesting references to the old CIA clandestine operations of Radio Swan and Radio 
Americas. According to Quirk, E. Howard Hunt and a man named Bis sell presented 
plans for Radio Swan to Allen DuUes and a man identified as "Helms" at the State 
Department toward the and of the Eisenhower administration. ("Helms" is not 
identified ss "Harry.") 

The State Department would not permit an unlicensed anti-Castro medium wave 
station In Florida, so they decided to operate from Swan Island. Quirk says that 
Swan Ialand is "a tiny, barren piece of land off the shore of Honduras. It was 
inhabited by twenty Cayman Islanders who grew coconuts." a "powerful transmitter" 
waa acquired from Germany for Radio Swan. Quirk accurately reports that the 
station used both MW and SW frequencies (1160 and 6000 kHz). He says that "the 
(CIA) agenU tried to mask its ownership by airing commercials, but the Cubans were 
never deceived. When the Castro government received more powerful radio equipment 
from the Soviets, it was used to jam the Swan transmissions." 



While we are on the subject of covert projects, 1 need to mention Project 
Woodpecker. Scott Edwards forwards a copy of an article that ran in the January 6 
issue of the Long Beach Press Telegram. The Lawrence Llvermore National 
Laboratory, one of the USA'a two centera that design nuclear weapons, announced 
that it received the 1993 Intelligence Community Seal Medallion award from the CIA 
and the National Security Administration. The award is on display at Lawrence 
Liver-more. But, they refuse to identify the nature of "Project Woodpecker," since it

1993 Clandestine Activity Survey 

During the past 12 months the activity of clandestine stations on shortwave 
has dropped by 11.1 % to a new total of 1883 Weekly Broadcasting Hours 
(WBHs). This is the result of the latest Clandestine Activity Survey which has 
been compiled annually since 1986. 

Clandestine activity to Africa dropped by 30.7 % and to Asia by 9.2 % while 
the activity to the American continent increased slightly by 0.7 %. 

The number of active target areas (countries) decreased by one to 24. New 
target areas which were not active one year ago are Turkey, Tajikistan, 
Somalia and Egypt. 

The biggest change from last year took place in Africa where clandestine 
broadcasts to Ethiopia dropped all the way from 149 WBHs to zero. The three 
most active target areas are Cuba, Iraq and Iran with 388, 288 and 244 
WBHs respectively. This is exactly the same order as 12 months ago.

Some folks are already aqualnted with me, but for those who aren't: I'm a re- 
eyed, slobbering pirate radio monitor and enthusiast; have been since the early "80s 
(thanks to a fellow editor!). I enjoy collecting QSLs and other memorabilia (thanks, 
folks!). I've been Involved In the radio hobbles for some 22 years, starting out as a 
BCB DXer as a kid. In a temporary fit of sanity, I agreed to take on this column; 
I figure it's something I can give back to those who've given ma so much pleasure 

My main goal Is to cover as much Information as possible about Part 15 operations 
regarding broadcasting, news & developments, station profiles, new (and possibly 
old) equipment for mlcrobroadcastlng, technical aspects such as antennas, 
homebrewlng...hey, send me schematics, Ideas and STUFFI This Is YOUR column, and 
Mr. Keeney tells me there's lots of Interest out therel 

It's not mentioned much, but.. .even though there Is no regulation governing low- 
powered TV transmitting, there are. Part 15 TV transmitters available; do you use 
one In your home? One such type of system Is The Rabbit, which Incorporates a 
transmitter and. receiver; from what I understand, these work In the 900 MHz range. 
I'm talking about the true "to-TV transmitters, the ones that tune up on TV 
channels 2 thru 14. These allow you to watch your fave movie from the VCR, 
audio/video from a camcorder, etc., directly to your TVs around the Ponderosa 
WITHOUT wires. One such unit Is Ramsey Electronics* TV 8 kit ($19.95 from Ramsey 
at 793 Canning Parkway, Victor, NY 14564, orders only at 1-800-446-2295; matching 
case kit $12.95). This transmitter actually tunes between channels 2 thru 0, but I 
have heard of others going higher. 

There Is a catch, however; the FCC rules & regs specify for Part 15, under TV: 
"The FCC rules do not permit any unlicensed broadcast operation In the television 
broadcast bands", dated July 24, 1991. I will be looking Into this area further, 
since these devices are allowed under some obscure rule. 

want a current copy of the Part 15 rules & regulations? You could do one of two 
things: you could either order a copy from the FCC, or go the cheap route and 
visit your library, copies may cost from 5 to 25cents; I got lucky, mine were a 
nickel per copy $ cost me $1.15. Read upl 

Of course there are two commandments of Part 15lng: »1) the device must not 
create any Interference, and »2) the user must accept any Interference received, 
even Interference that may cause undesirable operation. In other words, the mlcro- 
'caster can't operate on a "busy" frequency or Interfere with someone who may be 
listening to a distant statlon...say, on the FM band. If you receive a call on that 
count you must cease operation! And, If something legitimate and licensed Is 
interfering with your operation, you have no recourse; you gotta take Itl Basically, 
the Part I5er has NO "rights", they are Just allowed to exist. No problem...

The game is afoot, and it is being played on the seven to 
eight MHZ shortwave band. Tis a silly game and is devoid of 
rules or even common sense. I am of course/referring to all 
of the new "junk" which has surfaced on the frequencies as 
of late. Is it not quite evident that the FCC is running low 
on manpower and funds and has resorted to the crowding game 
in order to run pirates off their favorite stomping (pun not 
intended) grounds. The practice of filling this area with 
high powered transmitters rather than concentrating on 
locating illegal broadcasters tells us that the cold-war 
loot is quickly drying up for various agencies. Perhaps the 
FCC feels that a handful of tiny ham transmitters used 
illegally by basically harmless oddballs, (pirates) is 
probable cause to clutter an entire band with teletype 
sqeeks and snoozer religious programming. Haybe it just 
has'nt occured to the Federal Geezer Commision that one of 
the reasons that people enjoy listening to pirates is 
that they are the only thing resembling diversity on the 
whole spectrum. I am sure glad that crime has been curtailed 
so much that the federal government has money and time to 
throw away on catching bored Bhortwave enthusiasts. Whan I 
turn on my nightly news there are no reports of siurdar, 
burglary, or random violence, but rather, »y sat Is filled 
to the brim with the daring escapades of those horrible 
pirate broadcasters. I think we are dealing with a slight 
perspective problem, coupled with the issuance of licenses 
to anyone who can guarantee the FCC that they will not 
broadcast anything interesting or humorous.
